All the Spanish Ministers receive 
the Grand Cordon of Charles IIl.; and the Ne- 
apolitan Ambassadors at Mac'rid, and the Ne- 
apolitan Minister of Foseign Affairs, receive the 
order of the Golden Fleece. The Prince D’An- 
glona, Marquess de Mon Salud, and General 
Morillo, who is Count de Carthagena, are de- 
clared to be purified, and are restored to their 
racks and honors. Brigadier-Generals Barradas 
and Laborde, who commanded the expedition 
against Mexico, are promoted a grade, and cre- 
ated noblemen of Castile. 
We have received Petersburgh papers ta the 
8th instant. They do not contain the Treaty of 
Peace between Russia and Turkey, and are 
destitute of news. 

A letter from Egina says that the President, 
Count Capo d'Istria, arrived there from Poros 
on the Sth of September, on board the frigate 
Hellade, and that he was received with the usual 
honours.

Of these six millions, three are furnished by Ire- 
land, three by foreigners; so that, in spite of our 
prohibitory Law, which existed up to 1828, we 
have actually become dependent on foreign 
countries for about a tenth part of our annual 
subsistence.
